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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1 . The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as not being written in a clear 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to make or use the same. Throughout the 
specification numerous lines have no spacing between the words causing much 
confusion in trying to read the specification (i.e. page 6, line 5, page 7 lines 20-22, page 
10, lines 1 and 24, page 11 line 15, page 12, lines 8 and 13, page 13, lines 6 and 25, 
page 14, line 12, page 17 lines 7, 17, etc.). In addition, this is about the tenth 
application sent in to the patent office by the applicant's representative with the same 
problem resulting in a significant burden to the examiner having to repeatably identify 
these errors and verify they are corrected. Finally, in correcting this error only after a 
first Office Action along with an amendment to the specification creates great confusion 
for the Patent Office in entering the amendment to the specification due to a substitute 
specification with the spacing corrected having significant differences in locations of 
paragraphs compared to the original specification. As such due to problems identified 
above, an Office Action on the merits of this case and future cases will not be made 
until this error has been corrected in each case. Applicant is required to submit an 
amendment which clarifies the disclosure so that the examiner may make a proper 
comparison of the invention with the prior art. 
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Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
